r The Youdj? Handicap lacked the intensely excit- 
ing: and close finish of the spectacular race of last ' 
year, but even at^fiat was well contested tbrongh- 
ont land rdsnlted in one of the best races of the 
meeting. Argregor proved to be much the best 
horse and ran to his splendid showing recently in 
the east. In winning this classic he gave the lie to 
the assertion that a horse will hardly rnn to his best 
form soon after a long trip on the cars and taken 
into a new climate. 

Of the sixteen schednled to start Abe Frank, Alad- 
din, Dewey, Searcher, Glen Water and Wyeth were 
absentees, leaving a field of ten to face the flag. 
After a short delay at the post, Dwyer got the field 
off to a splendid start. Scarlet Lily at once assumed 
command, with Six Shooter second, Jiminez third 
and the rest well bunched close up. As they swung 
past the club house Argregor darted up into second 
position and Hnnter Raine third. There was little 
change in these positions until when well straight- 
ened for home, where for a moment Six Shooter ran 
up into third place, but soon fell away beaten when 
the last eighth struggle came up. Along about the 
last sixteenth Ranch railed upon Argregor and he 
gradually wore down tne tiring Scarlet Lily, beat- 
ing her handily to the wire by a length. In the last 
hundred yards Hnnter Raine moved up fast. Scarlet 
Lily finishing only a head in front of him for second 
plaee. He would have beaten her for that place in 
another stride. Orontas was a good fourth. He 
began slowly but after the first half had been run 
gradually moved up and closed up much ground 
while coming down the final quarter. Six Shooter 
appeared to be anchored by his weight when the 
pinch came. The stake was worth $5,435 to the 
winner. 

Jack Rattlin continued his winning career by 
taking the second race in a spirited finish with the 
two-year-old Lendin. He showed his usual turn of 
speed, and in the last eighth allowed Lendin to 
come through next to the inside rail, the two fight- 
ing it out to the wire in a rousing hook-up. Jack 
Rattlin won by a nose, while Lendin finished one 
and a half lengths in front of Colonial Girl for 
second place. Duelist appeared to have a chance 
in the last eighth, but wae thrown off his stride by 
Mirance and fell away beaten. Nickey D. was badly 
cut off just before turning into the stretch. He 
tired badly, however, when well straightened for 
the wire. 

An Revoir took the day’s opener by a neck from 
Topsoil, with Ahola a beaten-off third. Au Revoir 
showed much speed, but Coburn had to shake him 
op a little in the closing strides to beat Topsoil, 
which came with a great rush at the end. Ahola 
would have been beaten for third place in another 
stride by Gregor K., which appears to run to his 
best form in heavy going. Our Bessie put up an 
onaccountably bad race and was never a keen con- 
tender, She can do much better. 

The easiest win of the day was that of .-^rtena, 
which took the fourth race in a big romp by two 
lengths from Cougar, which finished two lengths 
before Ben Chance for second place. Trebor was 
stiff and sore when going to the post and put up a 
poor showing, being beaten off all the way. 

Alard carried off the purse of the fifth race none 
too handily from Adelante, which finished two in 
front of Peat for second place. Alard appeared an 
easy winner in the last sixteenth, but in the closing 
strides had to be rallied somewhat. Adelante fin- 
ished strongly, but opposite the last eighth post 
bumped into Peat, throwing him off his stride. 
He was disqualified for the fouling. Peat being 
placed second and Major Dixon third. 

Ihe best the heavily backed Geyser could do in 
the last race was to run third, the winner turning 
up in the comparative outsider. Bronze Wing, 
which beat Rose Tree a half length with Geyser a 
fair third. Rose Tree was undoubtedly the best, 
but was all tangled up in the first part of the race 



and badly pocketed until the usual spread at the 
head of the stretch came, where she came through 
fast and finished with an impressive rush. Geyser 
had no mishaps and had clear sailing all the way. 
Theory ran well for five fnrlongs. 

A crowd of at least 25,000 wae present and wit- 
nessed one of the best day’s sport of the meeting. 
The track was in good condition, and should no 
rain fall by Monday afternoon will be in its best 

shape.

The Worth Jockey Club has taken a commendable 
step in announcing a series of stakes for its fall 
meeting.

“It will be good news to all lovers of a gallant 
horse that Ethelbert is going so well at Sheepshead 
Bay as to warrant the belief that he will soon be 
seen in the arena again. Trainer Joyner gave the 
great son of Eothen— Maori a fine open gallop 
at Sheepshead Bay early yesterday morning and all 
witnesses ot the work, including the trainer, were 
much impressed by the move,’’ says Morning Tele- 
grapn of Monday last. 

“Since Perry Belmont’s famous horse was taken 
up a couple of months ago, he has been taking 
steady jogging exercise and good open gallops. 
Daring this period the horse has steadily pro- 
gressed in his training and shows this gratifying 
fact daily. 

“His gallop of yesterday morning emphasized this 
fact, and Joyner was all smiles as the horse palled 
up and trotted back to the barn. While the horse 
will be given more time yet before sporting silk, he 
looked yesterday almost ready for the fray. 

“Ethelbert never was a gross horse, but he fills 



the eye right now as does a horse in racing condi- 
tion. There is no heaviness in his neck, or ‘crest,’ 
and while he has furnished and let down since last 
seen in public, the ‘beef* on him is well distributed. 

‘His legs are clean, hard and without a pimple 
or blemish, and he has not taken a lame or sore 
step since his training was begun. Always the 
equine gentleman, this great public favorite will 
renew again his battles for the mastery, bar acci- 
dent. 

"The addition of Ethelbert to the ranks of the 
handicap ‘top-notch ere’ will lend a fllip to the out- 
look for contests between this class of horses. 
Ethelbert is justly entitled to rank with some of 
the best handicap horses of the decade, and, coming 
out ‘a lion refreshed,’ who shall say that he will cot 
outdo f oon his very best efforts of the past? 

“The present excellence of Gold Heels, to say 
nothing of Blues, Advance Guard, Herbert, Ten 
Candles, Argregor, the ‘coming’ His Eminence and 
the best three of the two-year-olds, will invest the 
summer and fall handicaps and weight for age 
races with the greatest interest. 

“And now that Ethelbert will make a bid for 
honors again, the racing public wilLbe correspond- 
ingly enthused at the outlook. The horse always 
WHS a public favorite and his reappearance will be 
hailed with acclaim. 

“It is a little more than a year ago since Ethel- 
bert was last seen in a race. That was when W. C. 
Whitney’s Star Bright defeated him in the Advance 
Stakes by three-quarters of a length in 2 :33^, 126 
pounds on Star Bright and 129 on Ethelbert. 

“Two weeks before Alcedo defeated Ethelbert in 
the Suburban, 126 pounds on Ethelbert and 112 on 
Alcedo. Ethelbert finished tenth in that race, but 
it was always maintained that he was interfered 
with at the last turn. 

“Four days before the Suburban Ethelbert, 129 
pounds, won the Standard Stakes at Gravesend 
from Bean Gallant, mile and a half, in 2:36, only 
cantering all the way. These were the only races 
he ran in last year.’’

Every horse of good class at present in or 
near Chicago will be engaged and the canvass 
shows that not more than three stables of con- 
-eqaence as to qnality intend to leave for Saratoga, 
and they are likely to return before the midsummer 
session. Assistant Secretary Stebbins will be at 
Harlem today to gather up stake entries, while 
'"lem Creveling will have charge at the same time 
at Hawthorne. The round-np will be at Washing- 
ton Park tomorrow, the closing day for receiving 
entries. 

Harlem Park will be prettier than ever when 
opened next week Monday for the Chicago Jockey 
Club’s meeting. The south end of the grandstand 
has been torn out and opened to the breezes and 
new offices constructed on the east side. The pad- 
•■fock has been renovated and the drainage so much 
further improved that, in spite of the recent heavy 
rains, the track has not been closed to horses any 
morning. 

Seventeen stakes are listed for decision daring 
the Harlem Jockey Club’s remaining thirty-one 
days. These include the rich Twentieth Century and 
Harlem Handicaps, and as bad weather has kept 
scores of high-class performers in the barns for 
weeks, the late racing ehonld be richer in class 
than at any meetings in Chicago for years past. 

HAWTHORNE STAKES TO CLOSE. 



The snmmer meeting of the Chicago Jockey Club 
will open immediately npon the close of the Wash- 
ington Park season, the inangnral date being July 
21. The Harlem track will be the scene of the Chi- 
cago Jockey Club’s operations for the twelve days 
ensuing, as the Cicero course will not be ready for 
the entertainment of horse followers nntil the fall 
meeting. 

Secretary Clark, eo-operatieg with Secretary 
Nathanson, is making strenuons efforts to keep the 
beet class of western horses in this section for the 
remainder of the racing year, and has assurances 
that the majority of the stables now engaged at 
Washington Park will remain. 

The most important of the Hawthorne stakes, 
which closed early in the spring, have yet to be 
rnn.

Ulysses, ch. h, by Falsetto— Faginia, which Chi- 
cago race goers will remember as the winner of 
many races on the local tracks, died yesterday from 
blood poisoning, the result of a kick from one of 
the brood mares at Wilson’s stock farm near Shef- 
field. Ulysses has been doing stud duty for the 
past two seasons, and the following mares have 
sucklings by their side, sired by him : Jennie June, 
Fay Belle, Aunt Lida and Irene Woods. In addi- 
tion to the above named a number of other mares 
were bred this year to Ulysses. 

Secretary Clark and Clem Creveling busy were 
accepting entries yesterday for the fall stakes to be 
run at Hawthorne and Harlem. Both will be at 
Washington Park Monday, the day set for the clos- 
ing of the stakes, to accept further entries. 

The four apprentice boys who disappeared from 
Mr. Walden’s stable when the horses were about to 
be shipped east, were yesterday located by Pinker- 
ton detectives at the Harlem racetrack. The boys 
stated the reason for their departure from Mr.

In other words, in fonr days the Ascot meeting 
saw the enormous sum of £t6,(KX) divided among the 
snccessfnl owners, of which £23,950 was added 
money, an average of £5,987 por day. ”*Bednced to 
American money, this means about $30,000 per day 
in added money, or an average of $4,300 por race. 

They are able to do this at Ascot because of the 
very much larger revenue that is earned on the 
English racecourses from the standpoint of attend- 
ance than wo have on the average. The admission 
foes and other charges on all English raceconrses 
(as much as $10 por day, except where the people 
have free access, and in which there are no accom- 
modations in the fields) are so much larger than in 
America that there really ought to bo no surprise 
expressed at the Ascot statement.
